Initiative is unnecesSsary 
because the city council 
members already adopted a 
sign ordinance recently that 
requires an English translation 
to be added to the non-English 
]anguage Signs. 

In addition，the council 
members last week voted to 
add an Opposing 
English-language resolution to 
the April ballot. 

This is not the first racially 
SensSitive protest to occur in 
Monterey Park，where the 
population is pretty much 
equally divided among whites， 
Asians and Hispanic. Some， 
who appear to be long-time 
Tesidents of the city，have 
periodically displayed banners 
and bumper Stickers Such as 
"Will the last American to 
jeave Monterey Park please 
bring the flag?2" 

The total population for the 
city was 5$4,338 in 1980， 
according to US census data. 
During that year，25,842 of 
the TeSsidents were white; 
18,312 were AsSsian and Pacific 
Jslander and- 21,079 were of 
Spanish origin.

BLOCKED APPOINTMENT 


Jn response to Der's charges， 
Werdegar admitted that he 
made 3a "procedural error" in

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THE TAIWAN ISSUE & CHINESE AMERICANS 


On the Surface，、the future of Taiwan seems like 3 remote， 
irrclevant issue to the Chinese American community。 和 After 3a]]， 
tO0 most Chinese Americans，Taiwan is as foreign as most 
countrlies in Asia，and issues of international relations are So 
hopelessly esoteric and distant that most Chinese Americans,， like 
typical Americans，choose to leave them to the Prcsident， key 
Congressional commjttees and Special interest gIOupS 10 
Washington，DC.，Besides，most Chinese Americans Probably 
thought that the Taiwan question was resolved on January 1， 
1979 when the US severed her diplomatic ties with the 
Kuomintang (KMT) regime in Taiwan and normalized her 
relations with the People's Republic of China.， At least on 
paper, the US has consistently acknowledged Taiwan to be part 
of China -- a position also held firmly by the KMT regime.，And 
if we are not mistaken.、 most Chinese Americans probably would 
like to Stay out of whatever controversics there are concerning 
the future of Taiwan. 

Unfortunately，such a perception turns out to be erroneous. 
Worse yet，the Taiwan question has increasingly become a major 
issue in the Chinese American community，affecting even the 


disinterested and indifferent parties， The reasons are quite 
Oobvious. 


First，aSs Taiwan becomes more and more isolated in the 
international community and her influence among OverseasS 
Chinese communities drastically reduced，her dePendcncy on the 
Us,， as her sole defender and major trading partner， increasesS， 
and her need for visible and tangible demonstrations of Chinese 
American loyalty，albeit Superficial，becomes indispensable.， jn 
fact，the continued legitimacy and authority of the military 
dictatorship depend to a great extent on the continuing Support 
of the US through the Taiwan Relations Act of 1979 and on the 
trumped-up expressions of loyalty in the Chinese American 
community. 

Second，it is no secret in the Chinese American community 
that the Taiwan 8overnment Spares no expenses to _ jinfluence 
public opinion and mobilize support activities.。 These _ inciude 
dispatching 1large numbers of government personnel to the 
Chinese American community，investing directly and indirectly 
in community television and radio stations，newspapers，and 
magazines，promoting KMT members and KMTJ-sympathizers for 
leadership positions in community organizations， dispensing 
favorable business deals to loyal supporters， donating free，bnut 
propaganda-filled，textbooks to Chinese Schools in Chlinatowns， 
bankrolling or subsidizing cultural and recreational activities in 
which Symbols of loyalty、e.g8.，KMT flags- and President 
Chiang's portrait，are prominently displayed，invitin8 community 
leaders for free trips to Taiwan，and contributing money to 
politicians through their agents and sympathizers. 


Third，、，for those the KMT regime consjiders hostile to its 
interests in the Chinese American community，including those 
who openly Support the current US policy to the People's 
Republic of China or peaceful negotiations betwecn Taiwan and 
China，it 1Ss not uncommon that they would be subjected to 
harrassment and intimidation. In some instances，harsher 
measures are prescribed，such as the assassination of Chinese 
American journalist Henry Liu in his California home last year 
and the recent arrest of LA publisher Lee Ya-ping in Taiwan. 

Fourth,，as a result of such direct and intimate involvement of 
the 必 MI government in the day-to-day affairs of the 
community，individuals and organizations are frequently forced 
to take Sides on the Taiwan issue，precipjtating factional 
disputes and diverting the community from dealing with more 
pressling problems and issues in the community. 

In Short，whether Chinese Americans like it or not，they are 
inextricably affected by and tied to the on8going politics of the 
Talwan qucstion，directly and indirectly. For this reason，we 
think it is Important for all Chinese Americans to be aware of 
the 1ssue and to take part actively in the national and 
international debates over the future of Taiwan as responsible 
and informed Americans. The publication of the opposing views 
on the future of Taiwan in this issue is part of our attempt to 
better inform Our readerS. 

Ihe Sooner the Taliwan question is resolved, the easier it is for 
the community to work together on its problems. Instead of 
directing our attention and resources to Support a foreign 
government and in the process polarizing the community，we will 
have a united community working on its current problems and 
future development， 

Ihe place to start ls to call on our government to extricate 
itself out of the Taiwan tangle and to tell Taiwan and its agents 
to Stay out of the Chinese American community affairs. It is 
ouUT Tlght and prlivilege to play 3a constructive role in this debate 
whose outcome will have a direct bearing on the well-being of 
Our communlty.

The Republic of China (ROC 
in Taiwan) has aa unique 
international personality， 工 
was a founding member of the 
United Nations，yet since 1971 
it has not been a_ member state 
of the UN or of any of its 
Spccialized agencies. It has 
Scored impressive SuccesseS in 
political，economic and social 
development and in Science 
and_ technology - indeed，the 
ROC today Is ranked as one 
of the most developed of the 
developing countries. 

Yet it has been asked to 
]eave the World Bank，the 
World Health Organizatijion， 
UNESCO，the International 
Atomic Energy Agency and 
oOother international 
organizations， The ROC even 
faces the danger of losing its 
membership in the Asian 
Development Bank. 

The base for the Chinese 
Nationalist Party fthe 
Kuomintang) Since 1949，when 
Generalissimo Chiang 
Kal-shek's forces withdrew 
from the mainland，Taiwan 
lies 100 miles off the coast， 人 
population of 18.7 million 
inhabits a land area of about 
14,000 square miles，forming 
one 0f Asia's most dynamic 
free industrial and _ trading 
economiles. 


UNIFICATION POLICY 


Recent changeSs in the 
domestic and foreign policies 
of the People's Republic of 
China (PRC) have been 
greeted by the world at large 
with relief and high 
expectations: Telief that the 
"revolutionary"”phase of the 
Chinese communist revolution 


seemed to have finally 
exhausted ltself， and 
expectations that aa more 
Stable and self sufficient 


China would emerge to make a 
greater contribution to _ the 
world order. 

To the ROC，however，the 
threat of Communist China 
Temalins， Some WesternersS 
Tejoiced that Teng HSsiao-ping 
announced "anti-hegemony" to 
be one of the PRC'S three 
major tasks for the 1980s，bnut 
the people of Jaiwan took 
wary note that "reunification" 
was also on his list, along with 
modernization. 


More ominously,， Peking has 
never Tenounced jits So-called 
SOverelgn right to use force to 
achieve _ this goal. The 
military balance in the 
Talwan Strait has been widely 
analyzed: the， PRC enjoys 
vast quantitatlve Superiority 
and is capable of launching a 
full ran8e of offensive actions 
against the ROC. 

But，lt is argued，the PRC 
leaders are constrained by 
broader considerations，such 
as the reactions of the US, the 
Soviet Union，YVietnam and 
Japan，and being Tational and 
attentive to costs and benefits， 
they will not attempt an 
invasion unless forced to do so 
by contingencies thus far not 
foreseen. 

AS part 
"reunification"” policvy， the 
PRC is maneuvering 
internationally， particularly 
with regard to the US， The 
PRC's strategy， not well 
understood in the West，is 
two-pronged. First is  a 
step-by-step Strangulation of 
the ROC through increasingly 
stringent limits on US-ROC 
ties. 

Second，Peking is attempting 
to _ foster _an_ international 
image of "reasonableness"” in 
purSsuling a policy of peace 
toward Taiwan. The Stream of 
proposals that Started flowing 
on Jan. 1，1979, the day of the 
establishment of diplomatic 
relatlions between the US and 
the PRC;，has Sought to 
estabjlish a record of numerous 
"peace offers.” But parallel to 
these "peace" overtures，the 
PRC has also consistent]y 
applied pressure on the ROC 


of Peking's 


in diplomatic，economic，even - 


athletic and cultural 
activities. These activities 
have Spread distrust and anger 
in the minds of the people of 
Taiwan，who are_ determined 
to _ remain alive and well in 
the family of nations. 


ONE-CHINA STAND 


The ROC clings，to the 
bewilderment of many in the 
West，to 3a one-China policy， 
despite its many diplomatic 
Setbacks. This is not 
irrational; it is at once a 
choice of belief and of 
necessity. 

Since ancient times，the 
notion of one unified China 
has been deeply embedded in 
the minds of all Chinese. 
Perhaps alone among the 
major world civilizations， 
China is marked by a single， 
unbroken line of cultural 
identity. Periods of political 
division have always given 
way to much longer periods of 
political unity， In fact，the 
stru8ggles among political 
groups in China's history have 
often revolved around 
competing claims to represent 
the whole of China  - 
politically， legally and 


morally. 

The current conflict between 
the ROC and the PRC fits 
this pattern. It is a Struggle 
for power，but also 3a clash of 
competing claims to _ cultural 
and  _ political legitimacy' 
Under the burden of Chinese 
history，nelther the ROC nor 
the PRC could dare to deviate 
from the one-China concept 
and still claim legitimacy 3S 3 
Chinese entity. 

Taipel has repeatedily 
attempted to exercise 
flexibility within 3a3 fixed 
posture of one China. For 
cxample， it agreed to 
participate in the 1984 
Olympic Games and in the 
13th ASian Baseball 
Championships Series _ Under 
the name "Chinese Taipei." 

The ROC government in 
Taipei also has encouraged 
active participation， even 
agreeing not to use its official 
state name or fly its national 
flag， in non-governmental 
international or8anizations，in 
hopes of expanding ties with 
other .Societies。、 There is a 
limit， however,， to its 
flexibility in these matters. So 
long as it 1S a non-govern- 
mental gathering，the ROC is

Christian minister in Taiwan， 
was informed that her Taiwan 
viSa has been revoked during 
her brief visit to Hong Kong. 
On September 25 she finally 
reunited with her father after 
30 years Of separation. She 
was glven red-carpet treatment 
as an anti-commtunist hero by 
Talwan's Refugee Association 
and expected to _ issue public 
condemnation of China at a 
press_ conference. She Stayed 
in Taiwan for a month and 
went to Hong Kong for a brief 
visit，She was to return later 
this month to Taiwan to be 
8uest of Taliwan's Institute of 
International Relations. 
During her bress conference 
in Taiwan， Lin publicly 
CIETEYCTZed both EEC 
Kuomintang (KMT) and 
Communist Parties on both

The incident apparently 
Stunned the Taliwan 
government who had expected 
her to Fe OORCE its 
anti-communist -Dropaganda.

The economic performance 
of the ROC over the past 36 
years has been internationally 
Tcgarded as Something of a 
miracle. Annual economic 
growth has averaged nine 
Percent during this period， 
and except for the recession 
years of the two world ojl 
crlses，1973 and 1979，price 
levels have_ remained stable. 
Foreign trade has also grown 
Tapidly - an annual increase 
of about 25$ percent over the 
last two decades or SO0. 

Last year，the ROC's per 
capita gross national product 
reached a_ record $3.000，and 
Overall two-way trade topped 
3$52.4 billion，with an export 
volume of $30.5 billion. This 
trade record last year made 
the ROC the 15$th 1largest 
trading country in the world 
in terms of volume and the 
11th in exports. 


The _ current economic policy 
of the ROC government is to 
promote both public and 
private investments. Private 
sector investment has been low 
for the past decade or So; 
concern with unfavorable 
diplomatic and security 
developments has clearly been 
a major contributing factor. 

In 1984， the ROC 
government decided to 


increase its annual public 
investment through the early 
1990s by $20 billion in order 
to iaunch 14 national 
development PEOTEGTESR 
including steel plants， 
envyironmental protection and 
facilities for _ electric Power. 

The'， government has a150 
adopted policies aiming to 
makece Taiwan's financial and 
trade policies more liberal and 
international in substance and 
Orientation; for example，by 
lowering tariffs， easling the 
flow of capital into and out of 
the country, and offering more 
incentives for foreign 
investment. 

The fact the the ROC has 
built itself up from a PoOOr 
TeSOUTCce base and in 2 
besieged security environment 
into a nation envied by many 
Third World countries js，in 
and of itself，a potent 
challenge to everythling the 
Chinese communists claim to

US AND TAIVWAN 


Despite lts disavowal of any 
intention to _ interfere in the 
TeSolution of the Chinese 
destiny，the US has been and 
remains a participant in the 
ProcesSs. In the decade to 
Some，there are two major 
issues that the US will have to 
deal with skillfully and fairly. 
One ls the question of ROC?s 


national Security and the 
Telated question of US arms 
Sales to the ROC; the other js 
the ever-present danger of 
PRC military pressure on 
Taliwan. 

In fiscal year 1979，US arms 
Sales to Taiwan were valued 
at nearly $600 million. The 
upper limit for arms sales in 
1983 was $800 million. But 
according to the State 
Department，the limit on arms 
Sales to the ROC in 1984 was 
reduced to $780 million，and 
will drop further to 9$760 
million in 1985 and 4$740 
million in 1986. 

The Taiwan Relations Act of 
1979 stipulates that the nature 
and quantity of American 
arms to be made available to 
Taiwan Should be based on the 
principle that Taiwan shall be 
allowed to maintain  a 
Sufficient Self-defense 
capability. It follows that the 


Us must take into 
consideration the military 
relationship between 


Communist China and Taiwan. 
If there is an increase in the 
PRC's military capability，the 
quality and quantity of arms 
made available to Taiwan 
Should be correspondingly 
upgraded. 

But the issues of US arms 
Sales ttO Taiwan cannot be 
discussed Solely in terms of 
the quality and quantity of 
weapons， Also to be 
considered is the influence of 
this Supply on the morale of 
the people of Taiwan，as well 
aS on Taiwan's _ economic 
development， In addition to 
the objective_ enhancement of 
Talwan'"s Security，advanced 
arms Sales to Taiwan can 
Serve to bring a Stronger Sense 
of 'Security to the populace 
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_Diverse Views on 
The Taiwan lssue 


SANESFRANCSTGOR 二 林 T< 
Subject of unification between 
Taiwan and mainland China 
has been a hotly debated issue. 
Scveral distinguished Chinese 
Tecsidenmtsaof ae Calfornia 
expressed their -opinions 
concerning the "Jaiwan issue" 
When asked if he considered 
Taiwan 3a part of China， 
Anthony Yuen，editor in chief 
of the International Dalily， 
believed it is. Although he 
consSidered unification is 
necessary for both sides，he 
waSs concerned about the 
approach taken by either 
Party. 

"Both Taiwan and China 
Should take one Step forward 
For instance，Taiwan could 
eaSily turn the table if she 
would drop the_ attitude of 
refusing to have any 
communication with China. 
As for China，in my Oplnion， 
the =worse attitude is to 
constantiy Temind the people 
of Taiwanm that China would 
not give Up the idea of taking 
Over Ialiwan by force,” cited 
Yuen. 

He also pointed out that the 
obvious differences in the 
social and political systems in 


and thus _ ensure continued 
economilic progress in Taiwan- 
The danger of PRC military 


action against Taiwan in the 
ncext decade stems not only 
from 了 Pekang7s outrlght 
adventurism，but also from its 
possiblje milscalculations. 


If the PRC were to mount a 
military attack against 
Taiwan，the US would be 
confronted with an awkward 
choice WaSEy intervention， 
difficult mediation or a 
humiliatin8g8 backdown. At 
Stake would be not only the 
lives and well-being of the 
nearly 19 million people on 
Talwan，but the credibillity of 
the US as an ally and the 
bulwark of freedom and 
democracy. 


The _ reality today seems to 
be that while the American 
people favor a normalized 
Telationship with the PRC， 
they_ continue to value their 


long-Sstanding ties with the 
8g0Ovcrnment and people .on 
Taiwan. While America's 


ASsian allies find merits in a 
stable relationship between 
Wshington and Peking8，they 
remain Suspicious of the 
direction of Peking's_ future 
policy and watchful of the 
way Washington handles the 
PRC/ROC issue， JIt seens only 
prudent for the US to 
reaffirm from time to time its 
commitment to the security of 
Taliwan until this issue can 
finally be soved by the 
Chinese themselves - in their 
own way in their own time.

Be Jooked at the present 
hostile- situation between 
Taiwan and China as a 
continuation of the_ civil war 
between 开 omingtang and the 
Communist some decades 3a8g0. 
He did not believe the Chinese 
People should carry on the 
kind of persaonal animosity 
between the leaders of two 
parties. "It will not do 
anybody any good if the 
hostility goes on,”remarked 
Chen. 

Wylie Lee，president of the 
Bay Area Eormosan Associ- 
iation for Human Rights， 
offered yet an opposite view. 
He did not think that unifi- 
cation is mecessary simply 
because he did not consider 
that Taiwan should belong to 
China. 


JAPANESE RULE 


"Being a_ native of Taiwan， 
I understand perfectly what 
my parents and grandparents， 
generation had gone through 
under the Japanese rule,”Lee 
Icemarked. He suggested that 
"Ialiwan and China can be 
co-existed peacefully only 让 
China could respect the rights 
of the Taiwanese." 

Pang Ming-Min，president of 
the Formosan Association of 
Public Affairs advocated that 
"the Jaiwanese should have 
the rights to determine their 
future according to their own 
wjlshes." 


This Stron8 statement was 


made during a seminar On the 


Future of Taiwan，held on 
October 12 this year.， In his 
Speech、Pang also noted that 
the present issue of Taiwan 
was "whether to get rid of the 
exlsting political structure and 
to Seek a new government 
which will represent the 
benefits of the majority." 

The most optimjstic remarks 
was given by Harrison 工 im， 
executive Secretary of the 
San-Min -Chu-Yi Association. 

Lim believed the most ideal 
way of unification was to be 
guided by both Sun Yat-sen's 
San-Min-Chu-Yi goal and 
Lincoln's "of the people，by 
the people，for the people."

A Foster Mother Recalls 
Burn Victim from Macao

She was a fralil， timid 1littie 
14-year-old who stepped off 
the Pan Am flight from Hong 
Kong that cold January day. 
Accompanied by Sister Bea- 
trice, SO Wai Ping had left the 
confines of the Canossian 
Sistcrs Convent near Macao to 
come to San Francisco under 
the Sponsorshlip of the Recon- 
structive Surgery FEoundation. 

Wai Ping had been 10 3 
house fire when She was two0. 
Her mother died when she was 
about Six and her father chose 
t0 Send” her 'tO the conavent. 
He remarried and had (two 
young sons，but' they found it very difficult to take Wai Ping 
back into the family.， They were especially conscious 0f her 
unsightly facial scars and the Stares Of people when they were 
out in public. 

A foster family was Sought to provide housing and care during 
her Stay in San Francisco，and we volunteered to take on the 
task. The first few weeks were actually fun as we got ac- 
quaintecd with this bouncy tcenager，and introduced her to the 
American lifestyle. 

St.， Francis Hospital donated all the hospitallization expenses 
and arrangcd for Wai Ping's story to be told on _ television Dr. 
Dean Edell came to intcrview us and made an appcal for funds 
for the _ Reconstructive Surgery Foundation. Contributions came 
from all parts of Northern _ California，and She also recelvcd 
many nice letters from chlildren. 


CONSULTATION 


Then becgan a series of consultations with all the doctors who 
would eventually be performing the various Operations， And it 
continued for 11 months. First the lab tests，then admissions， 
visits every day She was in the hospltal，dilischargeSs，Ppost- 
operative visits to remove stitches or bandages, and then thcrapy 
scsSions，。， She also had fittings for elastlc prcsSure garmcnts that 
had to be worn over arcas whcre skin had bcecn rcemovcd for 
grafts。、 Then it was a Series Of appointments toO sce a vdentist 
who donatcd his services to _ replace a brokcn tooth， We drovec 
aiong Pine and Bush Strcets many，many timcs， and I cannot go 
past St. Francis today without thinking about Wal Ping. 

During those 11 months in and out of the burn unit we Saw 
babies who had been scalded，men who had been in auto OF 
work-related accidents and one woman whose moblle home had 
caught on fire. The dedication -of burn_ unit nurses is pretty 
awesomel 

The question I was most frequently asked was,， "Does She look 
better?"” You would have to have seen her before the operatlons 
to appreciate how she looked afterward，but the Improvement of 
certain functions was more dramatic than the Improvement of 
her beauty，The Skin on her scarred face had been strctched So 
tightly that previously, She could not open her mouth very wide; 
now she could.， Punch grafts of hair covcered a bald spot on hecr 
head and also replaced eyebrows that had bcen burncd off.， TIhec 
rclief of the constriction on hcr right hand and thc complctc 
reconstruction of her left hand wcrc major Improvcmcnts.， Her 
lcft hand had part of thec thumb and two fingcrs burncd off， 
and the last two digits fused togcthcer。，X-rays revcalcd that thec 
bone Structure was intact So the last two fingers were Separated， 
and the stub of the second digit was removed and _ attached to 
lengthen her thumb and pbrovide her opposition. 


FIFTEENTH BIRTHDAY 


It was now November.， Her fifteenth birthday was approach- 
ing and the doctors announced that She would be ready to return 
to_ Macao soon.， T don?"t know if it was the anxiety about rc- 
turning home，the rcbellion against the mother figure，oFr plain 
stubbornness，but she became very hard to handle She would 
leavc the house for hours and became Very uncooperativc.

By 1990, she said, the Ministry

Toshio Mori, for whom literary 
SUcceSSs Was at best elusive 一 
though it was as fervently longed 
for as it was by his contemporary 
and friend，William Saroyan，the 
celebrated Armenian American 
writer 一 died in 1980, at the age of 
70，leaving behind a mostly un- 
Published oeuvre consisting of five 
novels and hundreds of short 
Storles. 

Two volumes of his work 一 a 
Dovel, 人 Yomaa7 _ 太 omz 五 rosjizaa and 
twenty-two of his stories, collected 
under the title 7Tje CHpazxzzzazst azzd 
Operstories 一 have been published 
Since 1978. But by far his bes 
known collection of stories，YZDRo- 
jaza，Califoraza，published in 
1949，has long remained out of 
Print，barely accessible all these 
years，With only tattered Xerox 
copies circulating among aficio- 
nados of Asian American writing. 

Now it has been reissued im 
paperback by the University of 
Washington Press (through ar- 
rangements with its original pub- 
lishers, Caxton Printers Ltd., Cax- 
ton，Idaho). In time, it should at- 
tract a conslderable new audience 
and wider posthumous apprecia- 
tion for its authorn whom Saroyan， 
in his introduction to the original 
edition (here reproduced along

SAN LEANDRO 

Born in Oakland，California,of 
immigrant parents， Mori spent his 
formative years in San Leandro, a 
seimi-rural community then, where 
his family started a nursery farm， 
growing Sweet peas，snapdragons 
and dahlias. The young Mori was 
evidently good at baseball, for he 
Was given a tryout by the Chicago 
Cubs at the recommendation of his 
coach at Oakland High School. 
Howeven his mother fearing apro- 
longed separation, discouraged his 
athjletic ambitions and encouraged 
his writing and love of literature. 


At twenty-two，now graduated 
and working full time in the fields， 
he began writing in earnestat nlight 
and serniding his stories offto essen- 
tially mainstream magazines，es- 
chewing forthemostpartthe Japa- 
nese American periodicals， mainly 
because they couldn't afford to pay 
Very well. When he was twenty- 
eight，the first of his Stories ap- 
peared in Coastmagazine, thethen 
West Coast equivalent to the New 
YorRer Acceptances in other Pub- 
lications followed; one was even 
chosen for inclusion in the anthol- 
08gy Besl 477zericaz ,jport Sioriey of 
1943. 


SAROYAN 


Encouraged and abetted by WiL 
liam Saroyan，who perhaps saw in 
the writer Mori something of him- 
Self 一 both Northern California 
products of immigrant families at- 
tempting to limn the“human com- 
edy ”一 a collection of his stories 
Was accepted by Caxton Printers 
with publication set for 1942. But 
Pearl Harbor and the subsequent 
racial fallout which resulted in 
the relocation of 110,000 Japanese 
Americans, intervened to postpone 
its publication. Mori and his fam- 
jy were sent to the Topaz reloca- 
tion center in Utah，where he 
served as camp historian，edited 
its literary magazine，7jeR，and 
contributed stories, some of which 
are included in this collection. 
After Topaz, his family resettled in 
San Leandro and restumed their 
nursery business. In 1949, his YoRo- 
jajza，Ca11omaia，the first collec- 
tion of short stories by a Japanese 
American，was finally published 
and received favorable critical 
notice，wWith one reviewer 一 Lewis 
Gannett of the Ne Jo 如 era1d 
7j0x1e 一 hailing them as“stories 
of sunlit loneliness” 了 But by that 
time，to the mainstream reading 
public, being a JapaneseAmerican 
writer was a liability and his book 
failed to achieve a popular reader- 
ship，languished and eventually 
went out of print. For Mori, much 
momentum had been lost to the 
war and while he_ continued to 
work at his craft into old age, he 
never quite regained the energies 
of his writing youth. 

TERRAIN 

Mori's literary terrain was largely 
his own real life : the rural com- 
Imunities of Northern California in 
the 1930s and 40s 一 before the WwWam 
and before the_ concentration to 
inljand relocation camps and sub- 
Sequent diaspora essentially ended 
the pre-war sense of a single Japa- 
mnese 人 American comimunity“Yoko- 
hama，California”was Moris

But whereas Anderson's Tey- 
pz1g is Surreal in its dreamjlike evo- 
cations of small-town life and its 
disturbing ticks and warbs，Mori 
intended that his portraits be frmly 
fxed in the actual, in the People he 
had personally come to know and 
through stories he had often heard 
as a child. 工 hus, his characters are 
almost exclusively Japanese Amer- 
icans，and the white mainstream 
Society is but a distantly felt Pres- 
ence far off the page. 

They are given distinctly Japa- 
nese names:iike AkiraYano, Moto- 
ji Tsunoda，Sasaki and Yamada ; 
but they are also known by their 
embodying monickers, such as the 
“Chessmen” the “Brothers2” the 
“All-American Girl”and “The 
Seventh Street Philosopher”All 
of them make their way into these 
pages because they provide through 
their appearance fleeting glmpses 
of the manifestly human. For 
Meori's constant subject throughonit 
all his stories, indeed ， throughonut 
all his writings is the Surprising 
and myriad incarnations of the hu- 
man Spirit 

PORTRAITS 


His portraits of Saturo Doi, the 
self-deluded financial wizard whose 
investment failures Imerely provide 
the impetus for his next dream, of 
Akira Yano the hopeful writer who 
goes to NewYork in a futile search 
for a publisher for his Work，of 
Motoji Tsunoda in the “Seventh 
Street Philosopher”whose lecture 
to an atudience of eleven in a large
